Tlir Flattery Treaty « rlllclicil hy Hoar. 

Washington, duly 10.— In the open 
executive session of the Sonata to-dny, 
Hoar, of Massachusetts, made a speech m 
opposition to the Canadian fisheries 
treaty. Thu republican senators listened 
to him with attention, liis criticism on 
tho treaty in general terms was in 
d tlio following language : It dues not 
afford a redress of our grievances ; 
it does not provide against a re- 
currence of the cause of complaint 
in future; it concedes valuable rights 
which ought not to lie surrendered; it 
gains no valuable rights which wo do not 
now possess; it negotiates in regard to 
matters which under special circumstances 
should not be a subject of negotiation; it 
fails tu negotiate and bring into settle- 
ment matters which peremptorily demand 
settlement; it gets much leas than it is 
worth for what it proposes to give, and 
much loss than Canada hud shown her 
willingness to pay; it leaves us in a- much 
worse attitude' for future negotiation; it 
shows an utter want of appreciation for 
the national value of our fisheries, and in 
respect of which they are important; and 
it shows an utter insensibility to national 
honor, dignity and character. Tho 
whole tone of tho negotiation is 
feoblo, spiritless, ignoble and timid. 
American vessels by the hundred are 
seized, insulted, harrassed, vexed "and 
dishonored. The American flag is hauled 
down from the American masthead ; Amer- 
ican mariners in foreign ports are sub- 
jected to treatment which our Democratic 
secretary of state declares is "outrage- 
ous," "brutal," "inhuman," " inhospit- 
able." Ali this is done to bully us to put 
fish on our free list, that the fishery, ma- 
rine' and naval strength of our rival may 
grow, and our fishing, marine and naval 
nursery may dwindle and decay; and 
.when the senate of the United States is 
considering what to do about it the sen- 
ator from Alabama tells us tiiese sailors 
of ours are few in number, and 
that tho question between putting tish 
on the free list, and war with great Brit- 
tain is a very dangerous issue. "Are wo 
China, that opium is to be forced into our 
markets at the (joint of British bayonets 1 
or at the mouth of British canon V The 
solid South is represented in this body by 
thirty-four votes. They arc all democrats, 
save one, and his seat is soon to be filled 
by a democratic successor. Ot that thirty- 
four, twenty-nine have inserted in the 
official catalogue of the Senate as their 
title to honorable remembrance, a state- 
ment of distinguished service in an at- 
tempt to destroy their country, and 
bring its proud flag In dishonor to the 
dust. They are fond of telling us that all 
that is changed now. They say that if 
tho country shall ever be in peril again, 
if tho Hag bo menaced anew, whether it 
bo from a foreign foe or domestic malice, 
it slull find no readier or braver defend- 
ers than among tho men who stood in 
arms against it. I, forgone," have never 
questioned their sincerity, 1 do not. ques- 
tion it now." Mr. Hoar's speech was 
abundant in illustration, statistics and 
historical detail, and its delivery occupied 
tho entire session of to day.

James Murray, engineer, charged with 
outraging the person of a nine year old 
child about two weeks ago at Port Arthur, 
was identifiod by tho child and committed 
to stand trial. 

Mr. and Mrs. Herbert Stratton, faith 
cure spiritualists, were fined at Toronto, 
the man $70 or throe months, and the 
woman was directed to pay $50 ur go to 
jail for thirty days. 

A young lady, well dressed and refined, 
arrived in Brantford recently, and ten 
minutes after her arrival gave birth to a 
child.

ISpecial to Tint Colonist. 
New Westminstbk, duly 10. — The Col- 
umbian to-night publishes a synopsis of 
tho proposition made by the Seattle, 
Bellingham Bay and Westminster Ilail- 
way Company for the construction of a 
line from Seattle to Westminster. Briefly 
stated, it is as follows: The city to give 
a bonus of $150,000 tu thu railroad, and 
#100,000 towards a combined railway and 
traffic bridge across the Fraser at West- 
minster; the city also lo provide a right of 
way through tho city and the necessary 
grounds for a station house, freight sheds 
and car and repairing shops; and also to 
exempt the company from taxation for a 
term of 25 years. In consideration of 
these 4ji>niises and privileges the company 
agrees to build their car and 
machine shops at Westminster, and 
all tho repairs to the entire 
rolling stock of tho line to be made in the 
shops hero. Tho company will also in- 
augurate a tri- weekly steamboat service 
between Westminster and Whatcom and 
another steamer will connect with Seattle. 
The council consider this proposition sat- 
isfactory, and havu instructed the city 
solicitor to draw up a bonus bylaw which 
will be submitted to the people at an early 
day. 

Work is to be commenced on the road 
at once between Westminster and the 
boundary within thirty days of the pass- 
ing of this bylaw, and the road is to be 
completed and trains running to What- 
com by the 1st duly, 1890.

AMERICAN OPINION. 

It has often been our privilege to rea< 
in the United States papers reflections on 
the impoverished condition of Canadu 
with cur'ons cumments on our want c 
public enterprise, and sad accounts of th 
state of Canadian finances. Of late it has 
been an agreeable change to read tin 
speeches of American statesmen who liavi 
been pointing out that United States rail- 
way and commercial undertakings aro 
greatly endangered through the enterprise 
of these same slow Canadians. The an- 
nouncement of the terms of the recent 
Canadian loan has also led our American 
cousins to raise their estimate of tho 
financial standing of Canada. The 1 follow- 
ing from the Albany Express makes the 
atnendt honorable, ami is respectfully de- 
dicated to all the pessimistic Grit sheets, 
including the Victoria Tildes: 

The Dominion of Canada has not suffered 
the " misfortune " of the United State* 
during the last few years of being burd- 
ened tvitb-u surplus. Her misfortune has 
been a deficiency in the national revenues 
as compared with the receipts. Alarming 
reports have every now and then been 
sent out concerning the unfavorable con- 
dition of the Dominion's finances. A 
Loudon cable to the New York J'ost, how- 
ever, dispels the entire batch of rumors 
in the cold light of financial fact, A Do- 
minion loan of $20,000,000 has been 
placed on the market in the English met- 
ropolis at ninety-live and one-twentieth 
cents on the dollar. The loan bears three 
per cent interest. This is doing remark- 
ably well. When the United states hail 
three per cent bonds their price hold 
pretty steadily near par. They hnvo now 
been exterminated by bond-calls, and the 
lowest rato of interest on our government 
bonds is four per cent. These four per 
cunts aro bearing a large- premium, Rut 
tho Interesting fact may ho recalled that 
tho four per cent bonds wore placed on the 
market in 1882 in the neighbourhood til 
JU0 cuiita on the dollar. When that ru- 
i'undiug operation look place it was not 
jMiHsible for tho United status to secure 
par for three per cent bonds. Had the 
experiment, been tried thu price secured 
l>y Canada would hardly have boon ol>- 
Kiiinud. Moreover, il should be rotnimi- 
iuuud that the price of United States 



bonds has been somewhat artificial because 
of the demand for national banking pur- 
poses. There is- not a railroad corpora- 
tion in the United States that can borrow 
money as cheaply as Canada, however 
great its prosperity may be. That the 
Dominion can borrow money at loss than 
three and one-eighth per cent, indicates a 
high financial credit in tho markets of the

LANSDOWNE'S WELCOME HOME. 

The ancient boroughs of Calno and 
Chippenham were decked out in the 
brightest of festival costumes in honor of 
tho return among their own people of our 
lato Governor-General ar.d Lady Lnns- 
downe. A prophet, we have always been 
told, finds no honor in his own country. 
However that may bo, judging by the re- 
ports which come to us from across the 
sea, no welcome could have been more 
monstrative, no congratulations moro 
sincere, than those with which Lord and 
Lady Lansdowne were met after live 
years' absence from their native country, 
Wiltshire's Pride" was the favorite mot- 
to of the day — a motto repeated and en; 
phasized in every conceivable phase and 
simile at every vantage pointr '•Canada's 
able administrator and India's hope;" 
"Canada, India — glorious past, brilliant 
future;" "Canada, all nations hear thy 
fame — India, from theo wo hope the 
same" — with mottos such as these every 
street was gay. while the keynote of th 
civic addresses of the burgesses of Gallic 
md Chippenham, and the loyal congratu 
lations of tho tenantry at Bowood, was to 
be found in the same appreciation of past 
ellbrts, and the same hope for futute suc- 
cess. Lord Lansdowne, however, is too 
honest and candid a statesman to accept 
more than he knows to be his due. how- 
ever kindly it 111113- be meant, and how- 
r happily it may be expressed. "You 
must,' - he told his friends, "remember 
that the people of Canada enjoy institu- 
tions which give them an almost undivid- 
ed control over their domestic affairs, and 
if during the last live years affairs, in Can- 
ada have been well administered the credit 
is, in the first instance, at all events, due 
to the sound sense and judgment of the 
people of Canada." At the same time 
Lord Lansdowne continued: — 

It is ([tiite true that the Governor-Gen- 
eral of the Dominion of Canada, owing to 
his position, which renders him indepen- 
dent of party politics in the country, and 
which affords him opportunities for very 
intimate and confidential intercourse with 
its leading men, is thereby enabled to 
take a useful part in the affairs of the 
country. And that was especially the 
case in regard to a very large number of 
questions in which the interests of the 
.Mother country and the colony are both 
concerned. In dealing with all questions 
of that kind he is able no doubt from 
time to time to remove all causes of fric- 
tion, and to make each side aware of the 
real requirements of the positionpf the 
other, and to aid in establishing between 
them those trusted and confidential rela- 
tions which 1 am sure we would all of us 
like to see maintained between the Im- 
perial government and the interests of 
the different great dependencies of the 
Empire. 

Not hing could have better described the 
real power which a wise and constitutional 
representative of the Sovereign is able to 
wield in the foremost of British colonies, 
and a like happy recognition of Canada's 
status and Canadian virtues marked all 
the ex - Governor - General's ut terances 
throughout the day. Here, for instance 
is a passage in his opening speech to th 
burgesses of Chippenham which must still 
further enhance tho esteem which Can- 
adians have already expressed with so 
unanimous a voice : — 

1 have come back from Canada (said 
Lord Lansdowne) after live years of inti- 
mate association with its people, after five 
years of participation in its public affairs, 
with the deepest feeling of respect and re- 
gard for the people, with a feeling of the 
grandest admiration for the liberal insti- 
tutions which have been conceded to that 
great dependency of the Empire, witlr a 
profound belief in the importance of the 
part which it is destined to play in the 
history of the British race, and last, but 
not least, with a f eeling of deep pride iu 
the great Empire which is the heritage of 
the people of Wiltshire as it is of the 
people of Canada. 

At Calne, too, Lord Lansdowne did not 
forget to remind his friends of the inagni- 
licent resources of the count ry so lately 
under his charge. The five years of his 
residence in Canada had, he said, been 
years full of the greatest interest to him, 
and years not w ithout their importance in 
Ibo annals of the Dominion: 

1 could tell you, if the time sufficed, 
how, when there was an outbreak of re- 
bellion iri a remote part of the country, 
that rebellion was promptly put down by 
the armed forces of the Dominion, trained 
and brought from all parts of it— the citi- 
zen soldiers of the Dominion, not regular 
armed soldiers, but volunteers — men 
with their own professions and vocations 
in life, but who left their professions anil 
vocations, and places of business, and 
inarched many hundreds of miles 
through the prairie in a very inclement 
season, in order to vindicate the suprem- 
acy of the law. I could toll you how a 
groat lino of railway was constructed, ex- 
tending from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
Ocean — a line of railway carried through 
a country the physical difficulties of which 
cannot be understood except by those who 
visit it — a line carried through mountains 
and through defiles where, in many in- 
stances, human foot before had never 
trod, except by tho natives of the coun- 
try. 

With such pleasant memories as these, 
the celebrations of the day were made an 
inspiration for future service on bohalt of 
the old flag. As in this country Lord and 
Lady Lansdowne labored for tho benefit 
of the whole nation rather than for any 
self-aggrandizement, so in India their one 
hope is that their administration maybe 
"a blessing to the native races." It is* 
indeed, tho new Viceroy's earnest ambi- 
tion to maintain and strengthen what 
would noiv happily seem to be the guid- 
ing principle in British rule in the East— 
the upraising of the native races, and thu 
discouragement of all ideas tending to 
show that tho preitlye of the Ifi-itish Em- 
pire is dependent alone upon its continual 
aggrandizement, And it is at least a 
good augury that Lord and Lady Lans. 
tlijwne will ptove themselves equal to tjie 
onerous task which now awaits them, that 
thosu with whom they havo boon brought 
into most intimate association in their 
past career are those who have the high- 
est hopes of their future success. 



EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 



Thk Conrriev d' Jlaiphi»i% reports pro- 
gress in the Work of Subduu^ tho Black 
Flag*. At the instigation of M. Pavio, 
ten rebel chiefs accompanied him to 
Hanoi, whora thoy have boon well re- 
ceived and attended to. It is hoped that 
by pacific means tho whole Black Flag 
fraternity will soon bo reduced to sub- 
mission. 

On May 20th the principal living de- 
scendant of Confucius, tvho bears tho 
rank of Duke (Jen Sheng Ktmg), riding 
in a groen sedan-chair and attended by a 
large retinue, paid several visits to emi- 
nent persons in Peking, being everywhere 
received with the greatest honor and re- 
spect. Hois said to bo of noble and digni- 
fied appearance, and at the same time 
kind and affable in manner, resembling 
in those respects bis illustrious ancestor, 
the sage Confucius. 



RECENT statistical compilations show 
the area of Canada, exclusive of New- 
foundland, to bo 3,(510,207 square miles. 
The Australasian Colonies have an area of 
11,075,000 square miles; the total area of 
tho British Empire is stated at 7,999,600 
square miles. The United States of 
America, including Alaska, has an area of 
3,003,884 square miles. So that it may 
be said that Canada to-day has an area 
slightly in excess of the United Slates, and 
covers one-fourteenth part of the earth's 
surface. As the late Lord Beaconsfield 
truthfully remarked, "Canada is a coun- 
try of illimitable possibilities."

Various rumors are being circulated

After that the red ban- 
danna became the flag of free traders, al- 
though, of course, the more sober English- 
men did not flourish it quite so much as 
do the worshippers of Mr. Thurman's an- 
tiquated pocket handkerchief.

I'ruil Social. 

A very pleasant social was held in the 
school-room of the Methodist Church, 
Pandora Street, last evening, Rev. Mr.

Rev. Mr. McLood delivered a 
humorous address in his peculiarly happy 
manner. He convulsed the audience by 
relating how his self-conceit was once 
considerably lowered by a couple of Lon- 
don cabbies. He had not been long or- 
dained, and like all young clergymen, he 
took great delight in his black clerical 
coat and white tie. He was in company 
with some other clergymen, when ho 
heard one of the cabbies ask ''What be 
those coves 1" the other answered, "Dun- 
no, unless it's a strike among the under- 
takers." The rev. gentleman told several 
other amusing little stories, and kept his 
auditors in roars of laughter until hu re- 
tired. During the evening fruits of all 
kinds in the market were liberally provid- 
ed. The entertainment was concluded 
with a hymn by the choir. 

The Beulli or Uitninlttt, 

Probably one of the saddest features in 
the proceedings of the Nanaimo assizes, 
is the death of Quamlet, tho Indian who 
was indicted by the grand jury and 
charged with the murder of Bring and 
Miller. Although a crime horrible in its 
details was attributed to him, his friends 
held strong hopes of being ablo to prove 
his innocence; on the contrary, those seek- 
ing to further tho ends of justice and 
avenge the cruel and cold-blooded mur- 
der of the farmers, were more or less 
confident of being able to prove the guilt 
of the prisoner, find the Had part of the 
whole affair is that hu did not live to 
either vindicate himself or be found 
guilty. The particulars of the murder 
are too well known to merit further men- 
tion, but a slight reference to the accused 
who lias gone before a greater tribunal, 
will not be amiss. As he appeared in 
the provincial court, those present at the 
preliminary trial were greatly impressed 
by him. Tall and straight as an arrow, 
so to speak, ho possessed a noble and 
haughty mien. His features, were stolid 
md his lips.whon tightly compressed bore 
evidence of a stern and determined char- 
acter. His eyes Hashed like living coals, 
md when looking into thorn, one would 
dmnst imagine that he was reading his 
innermost thoughts. In fact his whole 
bearing betokened a man of character and 
without fear when put to tho test. Ho 
was not loved by his tribe, but from part 
of the evidence adduced it would seem 
that he was greatly feared. His was a face 
which left a lasting impression on one 
who saw it, but in spite of all this he 
pined away and died, whether from closo 
coitlinement or fear of the consequences 
that might have resulted from his trial, it 
is difficult to say. He may or ho may 
not have been guilty of the murder of 
Dring and Miller; that is not now for us 
to say, but although hu oscapod trial in 
this world, a still Higher Court will de- 
cide hia innocence or guilt.

Willard is building at Chicago, is to pub- 
lish temperance literature for the purpose 
of educating the whole world, and for all 
purposes connected with the great reform. 
The temple will cost $800,000, $300,000 
of which has already been secured. Many 
people have contributed from §1 to $100 
each. The babies are riving ton cents 
each. We expect to get 100,000 mothers 
to bring their babies up in the principles 
of temperance and to enroll their names 
in the temple. We aro successful both 
on the American continent and elsewhere. 
Japan has already responded. Suppose 
this temple should cost $1,000,000, that 
would only be $1 each for a million of peo- 
ple and tho baby bands could furnish it. — 
Jane E. Weeden, temperance lecturer. 



Weep tea Flailing Survey. 

A rumor was circulated yesterday to 
•hh effect that the investigation of the 
deep sea fisheries off the west coast of 
Vancouver aud Queen Charlotte Islands 
by Inspector Mowat, with the steamer 
Sir James Douglas, will not be carried 
out this year, the Ottawa authorities 
having countermanded their instructions 
to proceed. Should this prove to be the 
case, it will bo learned with surprise and 
regret, for the survey would have led up 
to the location of lishing banks, and in- 
duced the investment of considerable 
capital in the prosecution of tho fishing 
industry. If tho order to stay has been 
given, tho government should bo strongly 
remonstrated with, and endeavors made 
to induce them to carry out the previous 
intention, for which provision has been 
made on the estimates

Last night at ten o'clock a hack passed 
through Government street, tho owner of 
which was seated on the box, on either 
side of him being a prostitute, bareheaded 
and driving, and all three singing, It is 
presumed the trio were on a drunken 
spree.

Senator Onllvie'n Tlewa.

moans could not buy and erect bouses for 
themselves.

DEATH OF JUDGE HAYNES. 

lie Dlos Suddenly at Allison's While on Ills 
Way Home. 

Mr. W.C.W ard, manager of tho Bank of 
B. 0., yesterday afternoon received a tele- 
gram from Mr. J. Wardle, Hope, stating 
that a messenger had just arrived from 
Mr. J. T. Allison's with tho intelligence 
that Judge J. C. Hay nes had died at that 
point on the (ith July, after twenty-four 
hours' illness. The cause of death was 
not given. The sad news was received 
here among his many friends with sorrow, 
for the deceased had been with tliein a 
little over a fortnight ago in tho full en- 
joyment of his usual robust health. Two 
of his sons wore in attendance at tho pri- 
vate school of Rev. Dr. Jenns, and he 
came down for tho purpose of taking 
them home for tho holidays, and it was 
while on his way from Hope to Osooyns 
that the grim reaper stopped in and 
claimed him for his own. 

The late ,1. 0. Haynos was born in the 
south of Ireland, and at his death was 57 
years of age. He eamo to this country 
about, thirty years ago, to seek his fortune, 
togother with other young men. Under 
tho crown colony government Sir James 
Douglas appointed him a constable in the 
district in which he ovor afterwards ro- 
sided, the late Judge Cox being at that 
time located there. Under tho same goi - 
eminent be was subsequently appointed 
customs house officer at tho boundary, and 
was retained by the Dominion govern- 
ment when British Columbia entered con- 
federation, and was always regarded 
as a worthy officer. He was 
also at one time county court 
judge, and up to tho time of his 
death a justice of the peace. During his 
long residence in Osooyos ho gradually 
acquired a very handsome property, at 
tho tiuio of his death it being in tho 
neighborhood of twenty thousand acres, 
lie engaged in stock-raising, at first in a 
small way, then as partner of tho late Mr. 
W. II. Lowe, and for many years on his own 
account. Ho generally carried about 
■1,000 head, aud his estate will probably 
bo worth in the neighborhood of $250,- 
000. 1 1 is life was also heavily insured. 

In L807 he wedded the daughter of the 
late VV. II. Moresby, Esq., of Westmins- 
ter, by whom he had one son, but his 
wife died a little over a year after their 
marriage. Later he married the daugh- 
ter of Capt. Pittendreigb, tho fruits 
of the union being seven children. The 
suddenly bereaved wife ami children have 
the heartfelt sympathy of all in their irre- 
parable loss. 

The deceased gentleman was the picture 
of manly strength and perfect health, be- 
ing well-proportioned and over six feet 
in height, ami there was every reason to 
believe that he would live many more use- 
ful and honored years, for he was but in 
the prime of life. His loss will be 
mourned not only by his immediate rela- 
tives and friends, but also by tho many to 
whom be has done a kindness. Ho was 
upright and honorable in all his dealings, 
and hospitable, generous and considerate 
to all. In him his family have lost a kind 
and indulgent husband and father, the 
country a faithful public servant, and one 
of its earliest and most energetic pioneers.

A Schooner Arrives at Port Townsend with 
100,000 Poumls-A Profitable Field 
for Investment. 

The schooner Oscar & Bettie arrived in 
Port Townsend oil Saturday hist with a 
cargo of 100,000 pounds of Bitched hali- 
but secured oil' the coast of Queen Char- 
lotte Islands, where two banks wore dis- 
covered. The lish will be shipped to 
eastern American points where it will bo 
converted into smoked halibut, and put 
on the market. Tho captain of the 
schooner reports halibut as being in abun- 
dance where he was lishing. His vessel 
was out a couple of months, and during 
that time his crew did good work. Tho 
schooner is a small one, has six hands, 
and a fair prollt will bo realized from tho 
venture. The halibut can bo caught and, 
prepared on the schooner for shipping on 
board the cars, and placed in the latter 
for perhaps a tritlo over one cent 
nor pound. The cost of putting 
it on the market in the east 
would probably be three cents a pound 
so that it can be readily seen that the 
business is a remunerative one. In the 
case of fresh halibut, which Capt. Jacobs, 
of Gloucester, Mass., is shipping east, tho 
price obtained is excellent, tho lish in 
Its fresh statu being highly esteemed by 
eastern epicures. The present eastern 
supply of halibut is brought down the 
Atlantic coast from Greenland', and the 
fish, though larger in size than the Pacific 
variety, are not as lino or firm in flesh. 
The demand, however, is greater than 
the supply. 

The black cod of tho North Pacific 
coast is as yet only known by name to tho 
eastern Bah-eaters, and if this class of 
finny food was caught and prepared for 
the market in various ways, there can bo 
little question but that it would prove in 
the highest degree remunerative, 

A number of sealing 1 schooners now 
lying idle in Victoria harbor are well 
adapted for halibut ami blaok cod lishing, 
the cost of outfit is comparatively trifling 
for a t wo or three months' cruise, and it is 
a wonder that some enterprising owner 
docs not fit out for an experimental trip, 
The chances aro ninety-nine out. of one 
hundred that, the venture would result 
profitably, and would perhaps prove the 
vanguard of a large lleetof lishing schoon- 
ers hailing from this port, Our more en- 
terprising American friends are at pres- 
ent utilizing the fabulous lishing banks oil' 
the west coast of Vancouver and Queen 
Charlotte islands, and have every confi- 
dence of establishing a largo and profita- 
ble trade. Why cannot a beginning be 
made by those who aro legally untitled to 
lish in the grounds now exclusively resort- 
ed to hy foreigners /
